For some weeks in 
the spring of 1932, we lived 
at the New, Moscow Hotel.

Moscow's Bohemia 


CCASIONALLY we went to 
parties, where one found 
foreigners trying to recreate the 
London and New York radical 
Bohemian atmosphere of hard 
drinking and easy loving. 


Moscow's Bohemia was not 
that of struggling ‘writers, 
journalists, pocts, artists and 
students.. It consisted of the 
fortunate, the doctrinaire and 
‘hard-boiled foreign Communists, 
and those foreigners of various 
kinds - working “in Moscow 
because they were failures at 
home, who enjoyed favours 
which thelr own merits could 


—never-have-secured_for them. 


They dined wnd wined on the 
produce bought at Insnab, while 
most Russians were - starving.

debauched, fat litle man, Jed 
the singing of songs, sometimes 
funny but usually just nasty. 
jie was known to be a 
homosexual, and was later ¢x- 
pelled from the Soviet Union 
for corrupting young men. 


Miserable Winter 


ARERICAN and English Com- 
munists went to Russia to 
seek an un-restrained Bohemian 
paradise while posing as revolu- 
tlonaries. ‘They quickly Icarned 
that lUfe was too grim and 
earnest for crotic pleasures. 
Romance dissolved when they 
discovered that thelr mistresses 
were promptly enrolicd by ‘the 
secret police to spy upon them. 


But, although our ving con- 
ditions were far better than a

most people,‘in that winter of 
1932-33, was more miserable 
than ever.

Unemployment relief was 
abolished.

Jews Arrested 


Y 1936, it was held to be a 

crime to have relatives out- 
side of Russia. The Torgsin 
shops had been closed down, und 
cmany Jews were arrested and 
sent to concentralion camps for 
the “erime" of having corres 
ponded with foreign relatives. 
But. from 1932 to 1935, the 
Sovict stnte was anxious to 
secure valuta—foreign ex- 
change—at any cost and Torgsin 
served to produce a large 
revenue. ; 
° 
In fact, two or three dollars 
a month could ward off’ star- 
vation, could enable the 
recipient to buy a little flour 
and fat at one-tenth of the 
prices paid for the sume foods 
in Russlan currency. 


In‘ that winter of 1932-33, the 
conditions ‘of life for workers, 
peasants and employees became 
more and more terrible. 


The workers could not casily 
be Induced to accept Stalin's 
brand of soctolism. Like . the 
peasants, they migrated from 
place to place in search of a jou 
with sufficient food and a room 
to Jive in. :

Dread was 15 times higher than 
in 1914, and the price of meat 
about 12 times higher. The cost 
of clothIng had risen even more 
steeply. Yet Sovict statistics 
showed that the average wage 
had risen only fourfold. 

All the penalties and terror 
could not prevent starving men 
from leaving thelr jobs. ‘The 
Sovict press was filled with 
complaints about “flagrant vio- 
lation of labour discipline.” 


Internal Passports’ 


N ‘a final attempt to tle the 
hungry workers to their jobs, 
and the dissntisfed peasants to 
the collective farms, Stalin. re- 
sorted to an old ‘Tsarist police 
mensure in a more universal and 
rigorous form. The Internal 
passport system was revived. 
Entire’ urban populations, a8 
well-as the peasants Hving near 
the large towns, had to secure 
residence permits. No onc was 
allowed ‘to move from the town 
or village In which he llved, 
even fora single night, without 
permission from’ the police.
